TAKE NOTICE AND BE WARNED that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town of 
Wentworth, New Hampshire, will be held at the Wentworth Town Hall, in Wentworth, 
on Tuesday, March 11, 1997, at 11:00 a.m. to act upon the following subjects: 


(The polls will open at 11 a.m. and close at 7 p.m. to vote on Article 1, (the 
election of Town Officers). All other articles will be presented, discussed and acted upon 
beginning at 7 p.m) 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to modify the elderly exemptions from property tax in 
the Town as provided in RSA 72:39-b. The question to be voted on as required by RSA 
72:39-b, I (c) is as follows: 


“Shall we modify the elderly exemptions from the property tax in the Town of 
Wentworth, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers, to be as follows: 


For a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, $5,000; 
For a person 75 years of age up to 80 years, $10,000; 
For a person 80 years of age or older, $20,000. 


To qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least five 
years, own the real estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by such 
person’s spouse, they must have been married for at least five years. In addition, the 
taxpayer must have a net income of not more than $13,400 or, if married, a combined net 
income of less than $20,400; and own net assets not in excess of $35,000 excluding the 
value of the person’s residence.” 


(Comment: This question must be voted on by printed ballot. If a majority of those 
voting on the question vote yes, the elderly exemptions shall take effect on April 1, 
1997.) 


3. To see what sum the Town will appropriate to defray Town charges for the ensuing 
year. 


4. To receive reports from the Selectmen, Clerk, Treasurer, Auditors, Tax Collector 
and other Town Officers and to vote on any motion relating to these reports. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the amount of $13,500 for the 


construction of a Town Highway Building and to designate the Selectmen as agents of 
the Town to withdraw all funds from the Town Maintenance Building Capital Reserve

Fund and to expend such funds for the purpose of this vote.

8. To see if the Town will vote to reclassify the Hooper Hill Road from Route 25 
through to the Thayer Road as a Class V highway land to appropriate the sum of $40,000 
for repairs to said road, as provided in RSA 231:22-a. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue that portion of the Thayer Road 
extending from its intersection with the South Wentworth Road to the northerly end of 
the bridge over South Branch Brook, as provided in RSA 231:43. (Written notice has 
been given to all owners of property abutting that portion of the highway to be 
discontinued, at least 14 days prior to the vote of the Town.) 


10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to appropriate for Town highways 
and bridges for the ensuing year (summer and winter). 


11. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $2,000 to be placed in the Highway 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund for snow removal and/or road equipment.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT FOR 1997 


The Board is pleased to report that the major projects that were approved by the Town 
have been mostly completed. These include the replacement of the bridge over Pond 
Brook on the Nichols Hill road, and the rebuilding of Red Oak Hill Road. There are still 
some repairs left to do in South Wentworth. | 


This year, the Board is submitting for your consideration a request to reconstruct 
Atwell Hill Road, and reconstruction of the Ellsworth Hill Road. The Town has 
demonstrated its ability to continue with the gradual improvements to its roads and 
bridges without adverse impact to the Tax Rate, and the Board feels this steady approach 
is the best way to get the job done. 


The last bridge needing critical attention is the double span bridge across the South 
Branch of the Baker that services the Thayer (Gowen) Road. This bridge has been 1”Red 
Listed” by the State and must be replaced. The Board is submitting for your 
consideration a Warrant article to close this bridge and reopen the Hooper Hill Road. 
This will be the most cost effective means to provide a serviceable access to these 
homes. Replacement of this bridge is estimated to cost the Town between $100,000 and 
$125,000 with a 3 year lead time. 


We are also requesting to withdraw funds from Town Maintenance Building capital 
reserve fund and build the Town Highway Building this year. We now have a dump 
truck and backhoe to store, and are planning to lease a ton truck. This equipment must be 
kept under cover. The building will be constructed on the lower lot of the Town dump 
property. Many thanks to Rick Borger and Richard Gowen Jr. for their donated efforts to 
prepare this lot for construction. 


Finally, we are pleased to report that financially the Town is in excellent health. We 
currently enjoy a 20% fund surplus that the Board is going to use to stabilize tax rates. 
We also anticipate significant new total valuations with new industry and building taking 
place all across the community. With a steady hand, and realistic expectations of what is 
achievable and affordable, we should be able to see needed improvement in Town 
services. It is important to everyone in our community regardless of income level for 
your Town to hold the line on costs. This Board is committed to do just that.

WENTWORTH VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
1996 REPORT 


Thankfully, 1996 was remarkably free of serious fires within the town. This is, the 
Department hopes, the result of heightened awareness of fire safety and the cessation of 
open burning at the Town Dump. We continue to urge our neighbors to use caution, 
especially with wood fires and outdoor burning. Nothing would please us more than to 
be ready and NOT have to respond to a fire. 


The Department continues to move forward to keep pace with the changing 
emergency needs of the town. We are still in the process of fully implementing the 9-1-1 
system due to a backlog of work at the state end. We have engaged in training and 
protocol development along with the Warren FD and the Ambulance Service to 
accommodate the DARTS helicopter ambulance. We have added more 4 inch diameter 
hose to our equipment so as to provide better water supply and we are currently 
developing plans for dry hydrants to increase water availability. Three hydrants will also 
have the effect of improving the town’s overall insurance rating. 


Also in cooperation with Warren and the Ambulance Service, we have been 
investigating the possibilities of communications and mutual aid backup through the 
Lakes Region Mutual Aid Association. We remain appreciative of the work done by the 
staff of the Glencliff Home, but it is becoming increasingly necessary to have 
professional dispatchers to coordinate our combined resources through the whole of an 
emergency situation, and it is unfair to ask the nurses to take their attention away from 
patient care, which is what they’re paid for, to handle our developing communications 
needs. 


The mutual aid issue is a critical one. Wentworth is a typical rural community in that 
most of the firefighters on the roster are not in town during weekdays. The ability to call 
in outside assistance may mean the difference between a successful response and a 
significant loss of property or life. But given ever more strict liability regulations, it is 
becoming far more difficult and expensive to call in men and equipment from Plymouth 
and beyond in the event of a major incident (such as a mill fire) without membership in 
Lakes Region. 


The new truck is expected this spring. It will be a highly valuable tool for the 
Department and we thank you all for your support in obtaining it. Be sure to give it a 
good long look when it arrives.

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1996 WENTWORTH POLICE REPORT 


The Wentworth Police had a remarkably busy year in 1996, dealing with a variety of 
issues. We dealt with just under 250 cases and logged more than 580 man-hours dealing 
with Law Enforcement concerns within the town. 


Burglaries and break-ins were on the increase in 1996. Although these are tough to 
guard against, I would suggest that everyone report any strange vehicles or suspicious 
persons in their neighborhood immediately. Statistically, most burglaries and break-ins 
occur during daylight hours, and go undetected and never reported. 


In late 1995, a phone-line and dispatch service was established to make better contact 
with the Police Department for those in need of service. This service also forwards calls 
to the State Police when no local units are available. In a town the size of ours, it is next 
to impossible to provide the town full-time coverage, and we are grateful to the N.H. 
State Police for being there when we cannot. 


I would ask that everyone with police department issues please call the Dispatch 
number at 764-5911, as they are available 24 hours a day and will direct your call to the 
appropriate officer. Calling the dispatch number not only provides us with important 
statistical information, but it gets your call answered immediately. 


It is the goal of this and most departments to deter crime rather than respond to it once 
it’s happened. One such program, which I have received numerous request for, is the 
DARE program. This program, primarily established to combat drug and alcohol use, 
goes beyond those issues and helps establish self-esteem and leadership within children 
at an early, pivotal age. 


The Police Department purchased a computer this year, finally giving in to the 
technology age. This unit will not only assist in writing reports, but will also track 
reports and keep records of the budget items and calls for service. It has already proven 
itself in preparation of this report and budget. 


In February of 1996, Steven Calderwood joined the Department and has proven to be 
an invaluable asset to the town. Steve, a Desert Storm Veteran has an impressive 
background not only with his army accomplishments, but also that of a Certified 
Firefighter, EMT and Technical Rescue Diver. Steve is new to law enforcement, but his 
commitment and professionalism make him an outstanding police officer, and one we 
can be proud of. 


The Wentworth Police Department would like to purchase a new patrol vehicle this 
year to replace our aging and cost consuming cruiser. A vehicle that we are particularly 
interested in is that of a sport utility type. We feel this would best meet our needs and 
allow us to respond safely during any condition. 


In closing, this department would like to formally thank those who gave of 
themselves in assisting and providing support in the search for the Lear jet that 
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disappeared and presumed crashed last December. It is people that are willing to put 
as yourselves, that make this 


aside their own lives and lend a hand to those in need, such 
community so special and a great place to call home.

Librarian’s Report 
December 31, 1996 


Library hours are Tuesday 6:00 - 8:00 p.m., Wednesday 4:00 - 6:00 p.m., Thursday 
4:00 - 8:00 p.m., and Saturday 10:00 a.m. - 12:00 noon. The Librarian is Donna Herlihy 
and the Assistant Librarian is Sharon Sanborn. 


Our collection includes both fiction and non-fiction materials for all ages and 
interests. If you can’t find what you are looking for in our collection, we can usually 
borrow it for you from another New Hampshire public library. We have videos, audio 
cassettes, CD’s, records, audio books, large print books, games, puzzles, puppets, and a 
map collection. We have a wide variety of magazines and two newspapers. There is also 
a television with cable, a VCR, and a copier for public use. The library receives many 
very generous donations of materials from area residents. This helps stretch our budget 
tremendously and we would again like to express our thanks to these donors for their 
thoughtfulness and generosity. 


We again ran a Summer Reading Program in the summer of 1996. Twenty-seven area 
children participated and collectively red several hundred books. We’d like to thank the 
Wentworth Elementary School PTO for their generous donation of funds to buy books 
for prizes for all participants. We’d also like to thank all the people who helped entertain, 
read to, and make the whole program run smoothly. 


We are very fortunate here in Wentworth to have a group of very enthusiastic library 
volunteers, from elementary age, through junior and senior high school and adults. They 
collectively put in many hours this year helping with the book sale on Market Day, 
processing books, filing cards, and helping present programs to the public. We really 
appreciate their help and look forward to working together in the future. 


During 1996, 2,647 visits were made to the library. 6,618 items were circulated. 
These included 2,412 items from our general collection, 2,674 from our children’s 
collection, and 1,532 audio-visual materials. We borrowed 260 books from other 
libraries and lent out 98. 


We added 475 new items to our collection in 1996. These included 237 to our general 
collection, 126 to our children’s collection, and 112 audio-visual materials. 356 items 
were purchased from town appropriations and 119 were gifts.

The Trustees of Webster Memorial Library take this opportunity to publicly express 
our sincere thanks and appreciation to Thelma (Gove) Jordan for her generous 
contribution of $1,000 during 1996 and the resulting $2,000 double matching 
contribution received from her former employer The Readers Digest Foundation, Inc. 
This is the eighth consecutive year that these contributions have been received! These 
funds have been used for long term improvements and have saved the town taxpayers 
considerable sums! We also want to publicly express our thanks and appreciation to 
Thelma’s husband Rick who made the beautiful replica of the Wentworth 
Congregational Church and gave it to the library. We have it displayed on the mantel at 
the library and encourage everyone to view it there -- it is a beautiful work of art. 


We, as Trustees of the library, had hoped to get some response from town residents 
after explaining our dilemma with the urgent need for window replacements or repair at 
the library in the last town report (1995). Our dilemma is simply whether or not we 
should replace the existing leaded paned windows with updated insulated glass windows 
or attempt to have the leaded panes repaired. There was no response to our having this 
problem mentioned in our report and as the condition worsens we find ourselves with the 
need to reach an early decision of what to do and to proceed accordingly. We are fearful 
that the decision, if made to replace the existing windows and thereby eliminating the 
leaded panes as seems to be warranted by economics, may not meet the approval of all 
residents, particularly those who may not understand the existing problems with the 
leaded panes. We again welcome the opportunity to have whatever input that might be 
forthcoming as a result of again mentioning this matter in this report but must state that a 
decision must be made within the very near future. Hopefully the window project, 
however decided, will be scheduled for early summer 1997. It will be financed by use of 
the contributed funds received from Thelma and the Readers Digest Foundation, Inc. 


We continue to be concerned with our existing water and heating system pipes. The 
water pipes and drain pipes are in the coldest parts of the building and are subject to 
freezing during the coldest parts of each winter. During the past couple of years we have 
kept the heat at a somewhat higher level to avoid freezing and at the costs of more oil 
consumption have avoided plumbing bills for thawing and repairs! Our more immediate 
concern is with the possibility of a breakdown within the heating pipes which are so 
terribly old and brittle. We plan to address these problems and hopefully have a plan of 
action in case of any major faults within these systems. 


The Trustees, the Librarian, and the Assistant Librarian take this opportunity to 
publicly thank all of those who have contributed in any way to the library during the past 
year.

MOUNT MOOSELAUKEE HEALTH CENTER 
1996 REPORT 


In 1996, the Mount Mooselaukee Health Center Staff, Board and Volunteers 
continued the important effort to sustain a comprehensive health care facility for all 
people in our community, regardless of family income or health insurance status. In 
1996, 29% of the patients at the Center did not have health insurance and an 
additional 13% received Medicaid assistance. During the Year, the Center provided 
over $37,000 worth of discounts and fee adjustments for medical services; an 
increase of over 50% from 1995. Over 80% of the patients seen at the Health Center 
in 1996 were from Warren (43%), Wentworth (21%), and Rumney (17%). 


In addition, to medical services, the Center continued to offer a variety of 
supplemental services for free or minimal cost including on-site mental health 
services (in conjunction with White Mountain Mental Health); preventive dental 
services for children; nutrition counseling; WIC; a diabetic support group; a parent- 
child playgroup; an adult health education group (“The Moosketeers”); an 
emergency food pantry; a car seat program; family support services; and special 
preventive clinics for hypertension, foot care, cancer screening, and adult 
immunizations. During 1996, the Health Center also collaborated with the Warren 
Methodist Church and St. John Vianney to prepare and deliver Thanksgiving and 
Christmas baskets to a number of families in the Baker River Valley facing 
challenges during the Holiday Season. 


Dr. Richard Covington is now in his second year as Medical Director of the 
_ Health Center. We are grateful for his hard work and dedication to the practice. Dr. 
Covington is a Family Practice Physician and is board certified through the 
American Academy of Family Practice. His professional interests include the care 
of diabetes, hypertension, arthritis, and pediatrics. Dr. Covington is on Active Staff 
at Speare Memorial Hospital and shares after-hours and weekend emergency call 
with the other Family Practice physicians on the Hospital’s Active Medical Staff. 


Dr. Covington is joined in the practice by Jessica Thibodeau, Adult Nurse 
Practitioner. We also appreciate Jessica’s devotion to the practice and the 
attentiveness she offers her patients. Jessica received her advanced clinical training 
at Massachusetts General Hospital in Boston. She provides a broad range of adult 
and adolescent health care including prenatal and women’s health services. The 
Health Center has continued to collaborate with the Nurse Midwifery Program at 
Dartmouth-Hitchcock for deliveries and high risk referrals through our prenatal 
program. The family practice currently sees patients by appointment Monday 
through Friday from 8:30 until 5:00, except Monday and Thursday when the Center 
offers early evening appointments until 6:00. 


During 1996, the Mount Mooselaukee Health Center saw over 2,600 patient 
visits in the family practice and 16 women received their prenatal care at the 
Center. The Health Center provided preventive health care including free 
immunizations, lead screening, and subsidized dental services to 117 children under 
the age of 12, free cancer screening exams for more than 40 women and flu shots to 
275 people (the most ever!). Over 75 families utilized the WIC program and 63 
families used the food distribution programs. The health center has continued our 
policy of offering discounted fees to uninsured individuals and families with limited 
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incomes. We also accept assignment on Medicare benefits including waiving the 
annual deductible for Medicare beneficiaries. Our ability to continue these policies 
and to sustain services in general are dependent on the tremendous support we 
receive through Town and individual contributions, as well as donations of time 
from many wonderful volunteers. We thank you all very much and look forward to 
a healthy 1997.

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WARREN - WENTWORTH AMBULANCE SERVICE 
ANNUAL REPORT 1996 


The Warren-Wentworth Ambulance Service has been busy this year with a variety of 
calls including cardiac, respiratory, falls and motor vehicle accidents. This year we 
received more calls for cold water submersion and near drowning both of which can be 
life threatening. 

We remain grateful to the Warren Volunteer Fire Dept. for housing our ambulances. 
We continue to use the old ambulance for calls with multiple patients, back-up when 45R 
is being serviced and of course providing emergency medical services to Norway Pines 
Racetrack. Having the two ambulances enables us to provide services to our townspeople 
and provide mutual aid when requested. Because the current fire station does not really 
meet our space needs and hinders compliance with OSHA regulations, the WWAS is 
looking to procure a piece of property where we can build a new ambulance station. This 
project will be a big undertaking and we’ll need the help and support of our 
communities. 

The WWAS is joining the WVFD in an effort to join Lakes Region Mutual Aid 
Assoc. Being a member of LRMAA will provide us with a number of advantages. At the 
present time we depend on the good will of EMS services from surrounding areas in the 
event of a major disaster or accident. Even a 2 or 3 vehicle accident could easily be 
beyond our resources. Additionally, we would be provided with professional dispatch 
services. For years the staff at the Glencliff Home for the Elderly has been serving as our 
dispatch service. We know what a difficult and stressful job dispatching can be and 
recognize the stress that this places on the Glencliff staff. They have provided an 
indispensable service to our squads. As the volume of EMS and fire calls goes up, this 
will mean more work for Glencliff. The fire and ambulance departments believe that the 
time has come to relieve Glencliff of this duty. And we’d like to say, “THANK YOU 
GLENCLIFF STAFF!!” 

Our squad has been very busy this year improving the level of care that we provide to 
the towns. Five of our new First Responders have “gone back to class” and are now 
EMTs. We have EMTs interested in going on to become an EMT-I which provides an 
even higher level of care. This education and improvement in service takes a lot of 
dedication, time and effort. None of the WWAS members receive any compensation for 
their time or service, this is unusual even in rural areas. Why do we do this?? We enjoy 
providing EMS care and get satisfaction knowing that we have helped someone in need 
and maybe even saved a life. While we have grown a little we can always use more help. 
As always, I urge anyone who is interested in this field to contact any member and join 
us. 

This year our members have attended a number of informative educational programs: 
Emergency Pediatric Care, Pre-Hospital Trauma Care, Incident Command on Terrorism, 
D-HART services (helicopter med-evac); plus many more. We have had a member of the 
D-HART team come to us and present a program to the WWAS, WVFD and Wentworth 
Fire Dept. The technology advances of today are staggering and demand constant 
upgrading of equipment and training. All of this upgrading of services and education is 
costly. The cost of equipment and supplies continues to rise, especially with the use of 
disposable items to meet OSHA standards. 

The WWAS is still looking for people to assist in the field of fundraising. The current 
members do not have additional time to coordinate and run fundraising events. The only 
such event that we hold is the annual Penny Social. Even this takes an extraordinary 
amount of time and energy. If you would like to help the WWAS but don’t feel that you 
are “cut out for” emergency care, please consider the fields of fundraising or publicity. 
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Thank you. 

Finally, I would like to thank the members of the WWAS for all of the hours of 
service, be it responding to calls, taking part in continuing education, or serving as 
various officers. I would especially like to thank the outgoing officers for their years of 
dedication and service. Without them, the WWAS would not be providing the excellent 
level of care that it currently does. It is a testament to their dedication and caring that 
they have remained on the squad. THANKS, GUYS!!! Thanks also go to the members of 
the WVFD and WFD for the assistance that they have given us at motor vehicle 
accidents and in many other ways. 

All members of the Warren-Wentworth Ambulance Service thank all of you for your 
continued caring and support. We look forward to continuing to provide you with quality 
EMS services.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
1996 ANNUAL REPORT 


This has been a very busy year at the Council. We completed 53 local and regional 
projects and were directly responsible for the investment of $7.0 million in local 
infrastructure projects by federal or state funding sources. In cooperation with the NH 
Department of Transportation, the Council was involved in the development and 
implementation of $16.5 million of transportation projects on the Ten Year 
Transportation Improvement Program (TIP). NCC was called upon many times each day 
to provide local technical advice, be “on call” for our members, respond to questions or 
provide guidance to land use boards, development corporations, boards of selectmen, 
chambers of commerce and civic groups. There are over 300 of these local bodies in the 
region and this last year saw us interacting with most of them at least once and many of 
them on numerous occasions. In addition, we convened numerous meetings, hearings 
and informational sessions on regional environmental, regulatory, development, 
permitting and public policy issues. Similarly, we provided advice, technical assistance 
and guidance on a weekly basis to businesses, public agencies and non-profit 
corporations. This last year, we responded to more than 200 requests for data, direction 
and advice from a very diverse mix of businesses, agencies and organizations. Beyond 
these requests, we have continued to maintain a regular dialogue with those state 
agencies that depend on us for a “linkage” to the communities of the North Country. 


A new beginning for the Council was the opening of the North Country Council 
Development Center, located at the historic Rocks Estate in Bethlehem. The Center is the 
site of NCC’s offices, the offices of the NH State Library and the North Country Arts 
Alliance. This next year will see the addition of another four tenants in spaces that will 
be ready for occupancy in the summer of 1997. Equally important to its function as a 
home for all these and other important regional resources, the Center will function as a 
research/demonstration site, partnership facilitator, conference center, source of market 
information and communication vehicle for the North Country of New Hampshire. 


During 1996, the Center hosted teams of planners from the Netherlands, Central 
America, the Caribbean, and Eastern Europe. Through these meetings we have gained a 
mutual understanding of the planning and development challenges we face as a world 
community. More specifically, these visits have provided us with an opportunity to learn 
new approaches to conserve resources and foster appropriate development, as well as 
make many new friends. 


This year has been a watershed year for the Council. We have enhanced our staff 
capacity; we have undergone significant internal strengthening and we have restructured 
and reorganized, all in an effort to respond to regional need. Our goal, however, remains 
the same: to provide support and leadership to the region, its governments, businesses 
and citizens.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact 
your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing any 
open burning. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning 
laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to 
$2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the N.H. Division of Forests and Lands, 
Forest Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to assist communities with 
forest fire suppression, prevention and training programs as well as the enforcement of 
forest fire and timber harvest laws. If you have any questions regarding forest fire or 
timber harvest laws please call our office at 271-2217. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract 
aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response 
from local fire departments.

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PEMI-BAKER SOLID WASTE DISTRICT 
1996 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District committee met 6 times during the 1996 calendar 
year. In addition to our normal work organizing the Household Hazardous Waste 
program for the 11 Pemi-Baker District towns and keeping each other apprised of 
recycling news and initiatives, this year we also renegotiated a portion of our waste 
disposal contract with North Country Environmental Services, and organized and 
sponsored a waste tire collection. 


It was decided last year at budget planning time that since the turnout for the one-day 
HHW collections had been shrinking each year, in 1996 we would try having only an 
ongoing paint and battery collection program in the towns which have facilities suitable 
for this type of collection. Ashland, Campton/Thornton, Rumney and Plymouth all 
collected paint for recycling and the containers of paint were picked up by our 
contractor, Laidlaw Environmental Services, in the fall. We received a grant for half the 
cost of the paint collection from the State of New Hampshire, Department of 
Environmental Services (NHDES). There will bel both paint and battery collections and 
a late-spring or early-summer one-day hazardous waste collection in 1997. Information 
regarding the date of the collection will be distributed at a later date. 


This was our first year for a tire collection program and we had a higher participation 
rate than we had expected. All the district towns’ residents could drop tires off - free of 
charge - at any one of several sites within the district during a three-week period inn 
September and October. Turnout was very high in some towns and we disposed of better 
than 80 tons of used tires. 


Finally, we made some changes to the contract between the District and North 
Country Environmental Services in Bethlehem which allows for District towns to 
dispose of Municipal Solid Waste (MSW), Construction and Demolition Debris (C&D), 
and incinerator ash at the landfill in Bethlehem, N.H. at very competitive prices. The 
new contract price negotiated was several dollars per ton lower and will save the District 
towns that participate in this contract a substantial amount of money over the next few 
years. 


During the upcoming year the District committee intends to look into several options 
for regional cooperative projects which could ultimately save the towns money on solid 
waste disposal, transportation, and recycling. Anyone interested in participating in the 
process is welcome to attend the District meetings. Each town receives notices of 
upcoming meetings and information regarding the place and time of meetings should be 
available at your town offices.

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PEMI-BAKER YOUTH AND FAMILY SERVICES COUNCIL 
ANNUAL REPORT 


The Pemi-Baker Youth & Family Services Council, Inc. is an organization that is 


dedicated to promoting community-wide approaches which aid in the development of 
healthy youths and their families. The Council currently coordinates four programs 
which are available to people in Eastern Grafton County (Lincoln to Alexandria): 


i: 


Juvenile Court Diversion - a voluntary program for first time juvenile offenders 
which holds them accountable for their actions without going to court. The Diversion 
process involves the participants with volunteers from the community who develop a 
contract with each youth and their family. Contracts may include community service, 
referrals to other human service agencies and programs, personal development tasks, 
etc. We have found that, of the 39 students who graduated from Diversion in 1995, 
more than 89% have not committed a subsequent offense since. 


. The Challenge Course - a 15-hour early intervention program for teens which 


focuses on issues surrounding alcohol, tobacco and other drugs. Courses are non- 
judgmental and confidential. Teens in the small groups are asked to assess their 
relationships with these substances and learn what they can do to reduce their use or 
stop using entirely. Additional topics of discussion include high-risk behaviors and 
HIV/AIDS education. 


. Information and Referral - provides area residents with a clearinghouse of 


information on regional human service agencies and programs. People with a variety 
of needs can receive free and confidential assistance on how to access these 
resources. Callers in the past have requested information on how to report suspected 
child abuse, how to access public assistance or counseling services, where to find 
after-school activities for children, etc. The Council also publishes a comprehensive 
Guide to Community Resources for use by towns, police, schools and other human 
service providers. 


. The Rated PG Program - a new program for parents and guardians who would like 


to receive more information about alcohol and other drugs. The program discusses 
how to talk with their kids about these subjects without running into a brick wall. It 
also provides information on what they and their children can do to reduce the risk of 
ever experiencing an alcohol-related health or impairment problem. 


In the past year, the Council: has become one of the agencies working together in the 


Whole Village Family Resource Center; continued to co-write the semimonthly 
“Families First” column in the Record Enterprise; provided administrative support to the 
Sth Annual Conference for Parents; and, involved the eighth grade students at PES in the 
Middle School Challenge Course. 


In addition to the programs listed above, in 1997 we will also be: coordinating a 


conference for all 200 eighth graders in SAU #48 and Ashland; expanding our presence 
in the Lincoln, Newfound and other areas; and, organizing several other exciting projects 
in the 17+ communities we serve.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


Enrollment at the Wentworth Elementary School during the 1996/1997 school year is 
96. The students population has increased by 4 students from the 1995/1996 school year. 
Grade distribution of students is as follows: 


Grade 1 - 10 Grade 2 - 13 Grade 3 - 16 Grade 4 - 10 
Grade 5 - 10 Grade 6 - 13 Grade 7 - 12 Grade 8 - 9 


Grades 1 and 2 are taught by Mrs. Paula Houde, a fifth year teacher. Grades 3 and 4 
are taught by Ms. Julia Robinson, who is in her seventh year at W.E.S. Grades 5 - 8 
Language Arts and Social Studies are taught by Mr. Daniel Kenney, who is in his third 
year at W.E.S. Grades 5 - 8 Mathematics and Science are taught by Ms. Dianne 
Klabechek, who is in her second year at W.E.S. Teaching Principal, Don Weisburger, is 
the Physical Education Instructor for grades 1 through 8. 


Ms. Dana Buck creatively teaches Art Education. Students produce quality artwork 
and projects throughout the year. Students artwork has been exhibited around the Pemi- 
Baker Valley. 


Mrs. Tamara Graham skillfully teaches our Music Education program. The number of 
students participating in the instrumental program has steadily increased. We now have 
students playing the violin, piano, flute, trumpet and saxophone. 


Mrs. Chris Keating is the Special Education Coordinator at W.E.S. She addresses the 
needs of students through Individual Education Plans (IEP). Mrs. Keating works in 
unison with the classroom teachers and special education aides to provide an appropriate 
education plan for students. This is Mrs. Keating’s first year at W.E.S. 


Ms. Beth Zelenak coordinates the Reading Recovery Program at W.E.S. It is a 
reading and writing program for 1st and 2nd grade students who need more support in 
these areas. It is an early intervention program that effectively addresses students needs. 


Mrs. Nancy Gable teaches health education to students in grades 5-8 and addresses 
our schools health needs as our nurse. 


Our support staff is very strong once again this year. Mrs. Maria Young is our 
talented school secretary; Ms. Wanda Adams, Ms. Allison LaPoint and Mrs. Bonnie 
Roberts are our outstanding classroom special education aids; Mrs. Linda Farnsworth 
does a wonderful job as our Grade 1/2 classroom aide; Mrs. Kathy Evans and Mrs. 
Lorainne Gove preside over our fine school lunch program; Mr. Richard Young is our 
custodian and keeps our school building in tip-top shape. Thank you all! 


Leslie Backstrom gives us her time to coordinate our strong group of library 
volunteers. 
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Tara Gowen is president of our active and supportive PTO. We have a very dedicated 
group of parents who work hard to provide for our children and our school 


Computers continue to be an important part of the learning process at W.E.S. The 
students have access to 43 computers. Students are taking a technology class and are 
utilizing the computers for invaluable learning opportunities. W.E.S. is on the internet 
and can be reached at: Wentworth@connriver.net. Wentworth ranks third in the state in 
computer to students ratio. We have 1 computer for every 2.2 students. 


Our school wide community garden project was quite an undertaking. On one of our 
Saturday School days the staff and students planted a community vegetable and herb 
garden. Throughout the summer and fall students, parents, and teachers cultivated the 
garden. During the various harvest times many people had the good fortune to benefit 
from the hard work put in by our community.

The primary mission of Wentworth Elementary School is to develop within each 
student a positive self-image and to provide all students with the necessary tools to 
enable them to acquire skills and use knowledge in a positive, productive manner. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


It is with pleasure that I respectfully submit this annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. I have chosen the following areas of emphasis: 


High standards for all students 

Crowding 

School-To-Work 

School Education Improvement Committees 


eYMeeE 


Our teachers and administrators have committed themselves to providing high standards 
for all students. In order to do this, there must be quality instruction in the classroom and 
students need to know clearly what it is they need to learn. We have approached this 
effort by hiring the best teachers available and by establishing quality K-12 curricula. An 
excellent example of this is our K-12 math curriculum which will be completed by the 
end of the summer. It clearly delineates the skills that children should learn in each grade 
and then builds on those skills in subsequent grades. There is no ambiguity. In addition, 
eventually all of our curricula will match the New Hampshire Assessment and Education 
Improvement Frameworks as well as objectives found on standardized tests. To insure 
quality instruction we observe and evaluate staff vigorously and provide positive 
reinforcement as well as specific recommendations for improvement. The SAU also 
provides teacher training to better help teachers understand learning styles as well as a 
variety of instructional methods in order to challenge and stimulate students’ learning. 


Thornton was able to start using two new classrooms this fall. Presently one is for 
Kindergarten and the other for Grade 4. Additional space has provided a more serene 
environment for our students and provided room for the many learning activities that 
require space. 


Three of our schools are experiencing crowding as well as lack of classroom space in 
general. The Rumney School Board has appointed a building committee to look at the 
problems associated with lack of space as well as to deal with issues connected with 
Americans with Disabilities Act and Fire and Life Safety Codes. Much of the 
infrastructure of the school is deteriorating, such as the pipes (they are rotting out), poor 
ventilation, and asbestos issues. There is not sufficient space for the school’s program in 
the areas of computers and technology and special education. In fact it is even difficult to 
find space to have a one on one conversation with a parent or teacher or student. The 
Rumney School Board hopes that the committee will have a report and recommendations 
available to the public by the winter/spring of 1998. 


In Wentworth the building committee is looking at the need for a multi-purpose room 
and the needs of the art and music programs. The library is also a priority because it is 
only available to students a few hours a week because it is located in the gymnasium. 
Enrollment has grown rapidly over the past few years from 60-70 students to nearly 100 
which is a large number for a small school. The Board and committee are planning for a 
proposal in March of 1998. 


The high school has experienced rapid growth over the past few years. This has brought 
us from about 550 students to over 800 presently. These students have been absorbed by 
using classroom spaces full-time and changing spaces to meet needs such as converting a 
home economics room to a science lab. We expect to grow from 800 to over 900 
students in the next two or three years. This growth will make it impossible to sustain our 
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present programming without appropriate additions and renovations. The high school 
also has issues related to ventilation, wiring and heat. A bond will be proposed at the 
annual meeting this March. 


School-To-Work or School-To-Career is a concept that advocates application based 
learning experiences. It is based on a theory that students learn best by doing and when 
they are exposed to a variety of future career opportunities. We are in the process of 
identifying businesses that are willing to work with the school to provide locations for 
shadowing and mentorships. In addition, we are gathering information from the business 
community regarding how classroom instruction can be more practical and relevant. To a 
person our business community has said “give us young men and women who have 
strong interpersonal skills, who can read, write and speak well and have a solid 
understanding of mathematics and technology.” This is what colleges want too. They 
want students who can apply information successfully in a practical and relevant manner. 
You will be hearing more about School-To-Work and how it connects to the future. 


You should also be aware that each school within the SAU has formed a District 
(School) Education Improvement Committee. Although the committee may go by a 
different name in each district, they all function the same way. They meet monthly with 
the principal and discuss relevant issues regarding the school. Participants also assist in 
making suggestions for improvements to the school, its program and other activities. 
Membership is open. If you are interested please contact your principal. 


Our curriculum is developed on a K-12 basis across the SAU. A variety of teachers with 
expertise in a given area work on the curriculum with input from college professors or 
other people who also have expertise in that particular area. Starting this past fall these 
committees were open to any member of our communities who wish to work with 
teachers on a specific curriculum. Each fall the subject areas being worked on are 
advertised in the local newspaper asking for people who may be interested. Presently we 
are working on social studies, technology and will be starting science. If you are 
interested in serving on these committees please contact us. 


As always I am grateful to the contributions that Plymouth State College makes to our 
school system as well as our community members, board members, professional and 
support staff in our schools. There is a strong desire in our communities for quality 
education which is refreshing and I am deeply appreciative of the support and 
encouragement that many of you have extended to me.
